The Republic in an editorial on 
the Normile tragedy— a sad event 
that is said to have been caused by 
the heartless attacks of the Post-D is­ 
patch— takes the following high and 
correct grounds as to the duty of a 
newspaper:

done.

Because to say that wage- 
earners as a body can increase their 
wages by paying high tariff taxes, 
which fall mainly upon them, is to 
say that a man can increase his 
wealth by picking his own pocket. 
Second.

value of 
wages consists not in money, but in 
the 
articles 
which 
money buys ; 
and the express object of a high 
tariff is to make these articles dear, 
thus decreasing the real reward of 
labor. 
Third. 
Because the high tariff 
policy, while taxing the wage-earn- 
er upon nearly everything that he 
has to buy, gives him no protection 
upon the only thing he has to sell. 
We have free trade in human labor. 
I ourth. 
Because 
wages 
repre­ 
sent the wage-earner's share of what 
he himself produces, and are high 
or low according as his production 
is large or small. 
Fifth. 
Because if a high tariff 
raises 
wages 
at 
all 
its first and 
greatest effect must be in the “ pro­ 
tected” industries, whereas the rate 
of wages is considerably lower in 
these industries than in the unpro­ 
tected ones.

Because the high rate of 
wages in the United States is due to 
other causes

such as the extent of unsettled ter­ 
ritory, the natural resources of the 
country, the extensive use of im­ 
proved machinery, the intelligence 
and energy of the working popula­ 
tion, and the greater efficiency of 
their labor.

Because the rate of wages 
increased faster in this country in 
the low tariff period between 1850 
and i860 than it ever has since un­ 
der high tariff.

Because 
wages were 
high in the United States compared 
with those paid in other countries 
before it ever had a high tariff or 
any tariff. 
Twelfth. 
Because China has en­ 
joyed for thousands of years 
the 
full benefits of high tariff “ protec­ 
tion,” while her wages for skilled 
labor are 20 cents a day, and 
Chi­ 
nese immigration in search of higher 
wages 
has become a menace 
to 
American wage-earners. 
Thirteenth. 
Because 
there 
are 
greater differences between rates of 
wages paid in different parts of this 
country, all subject to 
the 
same 
high tariff, than between rates of 
wages in Wisconsin and in England. 
Fourteenth. 
Because the rate of 
wages has increased from 50 to 100 
per cent, in England since she aban­ 
doned the high tariff policy, and 
because her wages are to-day from 
50 to 100 per cent, higher than in 
the higher tariff countries of conti­ 
nental Europe.

Because a high tariff 
fosters “ trusts” and other combina­ 
tions of capital for raising the price 
of everything but labor, and de­ 
stroys that competition for labor 
between different employers which 
is the great agency in raising its 
wages.

The oper ations of the bill 
would not be 
confined 
to far ­ 
mer s,

and 
the 
manu­ 
factur er s gener ally would com plain 
until the gover nment fixed a limit 
to possible loss at 20 per 
cent, to 
them and so on 
The gover nment 
would be usur ping the function of 
the citizens and attending to ever y­ 
body's business but its own. 
The 
inaugur ation of the scheme would 
be the speculator 's delight; he could 
could car r y 8470,000 wor th of wheat 
with less than 
895,000 cash and 
pay the gover nment only i per cent, 
inter est. 
The gr eat incr ease in the 
number of feder al officials would 
make it almost impossible to dis­ 
lodge a cor r upt administr ation. 
No pr ovision is made for the r e­ 
demption of the many millions to be 
issued under the bill, and the banks 
would have the power to for ce a de­ 
str uction of any par t of the gover n­ 
ment money. 
The bill is class leg­ 
islation, and it would be unjust to 
labor er s. 
People having a par ticu­ 
lar kind 
of pr oper ty 
to deposit 
could get money at i per cent fr om 
the gover nment and lend it 
at a 
higher r ate to the other per sons. 
Lastly it is violative of the consti­ 
tution as is shown by citations fr om 
the highest judicial tr ibunals in the 
land.

might prove of 
incalculable value 
in times of panic or financial strin­ 
gency.

While that dread scourge, Asiatic 
cholera, is sweeping over continen­ 
tal Europe, baffling the united med­ 
ical skill of the old world and leav­ 
ing devastation in its broad track, 
the inhabitants of this more favored 
land are speculating upon the possi­ 
bility of the disease invading its 
shores. 
And it would seem that 
there is some foundation for the 
speculation, as rumors of the prev- 


j pience of the disease in old Mexico 
I have already reached here, though 
I these reports as yet lack confinna 
tion. 
America is not acquainted with 
the deadly results that follow an ep­ 
idemic of cholera, as many people 
now living could easily testify. 
In 
1854 the disease prevailed 
to an 
alarming 
extent in this country, 
and in St. Louis it was particularly 
severe. 
In 1873 Missouri was again 
attacked, and though the epidemic 
was of short duration, its work was 
most deadly. 
During this last visi­ 
tation the cities of Boonville, Han­ 
nibal, Louisiana and Fayette suffer­ 
ed more than any other portions of 
the state. 
Dr. Lewis graphically 
describes 
the events of the epidemic in F a y­ 
ette: 
“ It was a warm day in August 
that a laborer employed on the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas & 
Texas 
railroad, 
then building through that section, 
j was 
found in a livery stable with 
i what was at once pronounced to be 
Asiatic cholera. 
He was dead in a 
few hours and almost before the in­ 
habitants of the little hamlet had 
' become aware 
of the 
existence of 
the disease in its midst, it had be­ 
come an epidemic. 
For 
twenty- 
one days it continued and in 
that 
short time Fayette was almost de­ 
populated. 
All who could get away 
from the town m time did so and 
of those left 
the greater portion 
were attacked by the disease. 
“ Deaths came so fast 
we 
were 
obliged to hold funerals by torch- 
lifiht and it was so arranged that 
the same corps conducted all the 
burials. 
Toward 
the end of the 
epidemic we had scarcely enough 
persons 
living to properly dispose 
of the dead. 
“ In Fayette the disease seemed 
to be particularly virulent and its 
victims always died in a few hours 
after the first symptoms made their 
appearance. 
I remember an entire 
family, 
the 
members 
of 
which 
were 
stricken 
shortly 
after 
breakfast. 
Before 
one 
o’clock 
of the same day they were all dead, 
dying within fifteen minutes of each 
other. 
In the early stages of our 
epidemic, 
such was 
its virulence 
that 
every 
person 
attacked died 
within a short 
time. 
During the 
last few days of the visitation, how­ 
ever, its strength seemed to dimin­ 
ish and a few of the patients recov­ 
ered. 
Dr. Lewis does not think that the 
United States is liable to suffer from 
the ravages of cholera this year, as 
the season for its prevalence is rap­ 
idly passing.

epidemic, 
now gradually 
advancing 
through 
Russia 
and 
threatening Western Europe. 
Dr. 
Shrady is the editor of the Medical 
Record, and in last week’s issue he 
discussed the cholera probabilities. 
The conclusion he reached is en­ 
couraging to such timid minds as 
have been afraid that the cholera 
would not stop advancing until after 
crossing the Atlantic. 
Mr. 
Shrady’s ideas are as fol­ 
lows: 
“ As to the danger of invasion of 
this country we think there need be 
no apprehension. 
Sanitary science 
is not as it was thirty or even ten 
years ago, and we believe that even 
should the disease make its appear­ 
ance in the 
countries 
of Europe 
bordering upon the Atlantic, it will 
be possible to keep it out of 
this 
country. 
The 
Marine 
hospital 
service is alert to detect any cases 
among immigrants, and New York, 
which is the most 
exposed of all 
American ports to the disease, has 
a 
quarantine 
which 
ought 
and 
doubtless will see that no case of 
cholera enters America through this 
channel.” 
The New York Medieal Journal, 
of which Dr. Frank P. Foster is ed­ 
itor, contained in last week’s issue, 
the following reassuring statements: 
“ Never in 
the 
history 
of the 
United States has its coast been in 
a more efficient condition in respect 
of well equipped quarantine stations 
and the successful manner in which 
cholera was handled at the New 
York quarnatine in 1887, when the 
arrangements were much more prim­ 
itive than now, gives assurance that 
if the disease comes to our doors, 
it will be held in check.

Seas anti M eltiag Snote Seen by Prof. 


t^iekering— Other Points, 


The New York Hcralii prints a 
dispatch from 
Prof. 
Pickering of 
the Harvard 
observatory at Are- 
qiiippa, Peru, as follows: 
In my observations of Mars I saw 
two large areas near the eijuator 
which are permanently blue. 
Near 
the edges they appear light blue 
The light is slightly polarized. 
The 
total size of the area is about one- 
half million square miles, one-half 
the 
size 
of 
the 
Mediterrean 
sea. 
On 
June 
23 a small dark 
spot 
appeared 
in 
the 
southern 
snow 
cap. 
Later 
this 
spot 
lengthened 
rapidly 
and early 
in 
July it was 1,000 miles long, divid­ 
ing the snow in half. 
One million 
six hundred thousand square miles 
of snow have melted within the last 
thirty days. 
The melted snow has 
apparently been transferred to the 
seas across lands 
A small dark 
area surrounded by snow appeared 
on July 10 and two days later I first 
saw a dark line in the fork of a “ Y ” 
shaped mark in the direction of the 
seas. 
The line became conspicu­ 
ous on July 14, and on July 16 a 
dark area about the size of Lake 
Erie appeared on the northern side 
of 
the 
stem 
of 
the 
“ Y ” which 
was 
connected 
with 
the 
north­ 
ern 
sea. 
The 
next 
day 
there 
appeared a large gray area near 
the northern sea. 
This had grown 
much fainter by July 23, and a new 
area appeared to the south of the 
northern 
sea, 
concealing its out­ 
line. 
The line in the fork of the 
“ Y ” had disappeared, but the area 
of the “ V ” had extended. 
July 24 
a large dark area appeared appar­ 
ently either a lake or sea, and July 
25 the southern branch of the “ Y ” 
became very narrow.

were seen 
again, 
a 
narrow white 
line 
was 
stretched 
north 
from 
the 
snow. 
Many other changes 
were 
noted. 
Rapidly 
changing 
faint 
whitish 
areas were seen. 
Green arches near 
the poles have not been seen 
for 
many weeks, 
but traces were re­ 
cently suspected and a bright green 
area was distinctly seen near the 
north pole last night.

TH E MOOX A T CM.OSE QUARTERS. 


A Prench Sarant Proposes to Con­ 
struct a Mirror Weighing 
Eight Tons, 
From the London Chronicle. 
Mr. Francois Deloncle, a French 
savant and deputy for the Basses 
Alpes, has a marvelous project in 
hand which he hopes to see com ­ 
pleted in time to astonish mankind 
at 
the Paris exhibition of 
1900. 
Though the moon is 340,000 miles 
distant from the earth, M. Deloncle 
thinks he can construct an apparatus 
which will enable us toexamine that 
luminary at very 
close 
quarters. 
The idea has been expounded by its 
author before a French scientific so­ 
ciety, and M. Deloncle says, in sub­ 
stance, that the only obstacle to a 
close observation of celestial bodies 
is the relative imperfection of in­ 
struments, and that all that 
is re­ 
quired is an 
enlargement and im ­ 
provement of 
the present instru­ 
ments. 
Astronomers, says M. 
D e ­ 
loncle, 
have 
reckoned 
that 
the 
image of the moon can be brought 
quite close to the earth by means of 
a crystal mirror eight meters in d i­ 
ameter, but which, owing 
to 
the 
thickness 
required, 
would 
weigh 
about eight tons. 
He ha? consulted 
various opticians in Paris, and they 
are prepared to execute the work be 
fore the year 1900. 
There 
remains, 
however 
the 
question 
of 
the 
structure 
which 
would be re(}iiired to hold the gi­ 
gantic miror, and u[)on this point 
M. Maurice Loewy, a distinguished 
French astronomer, says that while 
in 'principle M. 
Deloncle’s scheme 
is 
jiossible, 
there 
are 
enormous 
difficulties in the way of its realiza­ 
tion, 
the chief of which, so far as 
the exhibition is concerned, is that 
the apparatus must be erected on a 
mountain about two miles in height 
in order to secure the proper 
at­ 
mospheric conditions. 
If this and 
other difficulties were surmounted, 
says M. Loewy, 
there 
would 
be 
some very 
remarkable results, 
for 
it would be possible to clearly dis­ 
tinguish in the moon objects about 
the size of a four story house.

The trou ble arose throu gh a disp u te , 
between a negro and an Italian. 
The * 
men began to fight in Frank M attassa’s 
saloon and on being p u t ou t continu ed - 
the fight on the street. 
The negro was 
beaten and his friends came to his res- 
cu e and the Italians started in to help 
their cou ntry man. 
The row occu rred on Sou th street, 
which is abou t a mile long and abou t 
half the hou ses are occu p ied by Italians 
and the rest by negroes. 
Abou t 600 
men and women were engaged and a 
brisk fight took p lace. 
Stones, bricks 
and other missiles flew thick, and be­ 
fore the p olice reserv es arriv ed tw enty 
p ersons had been sev erely inju red. The 
p olice for some time cou ld make no im­ 
p ression on the crowd. 
When the com­ 
batants were finally sep arated they 
qu ickly disp ersed and no arrests were 
made. 
Daniel Tu cker, one of the negroes, was 
fou nd w ith a bad stab wou nd in the 
neck and medical attendance had to be 
su mmoned. 
A force of p olice is now 
gu arding the street and endeav oring tc 
p rev ent a recu rrence of the trou ble.

been accomp anied by rain in bu t few 
sections, has accomp lished the inju ry to 
the crop . 
Up to a week ago the corn 
was in a condition better than fair, and 
with the assistance of a general rain, 
the p rosp ects p ointed to a magnificent 
y ield. 
Bu t the mu ch desired moistu re 
has failed to materialize and the condi­ 
tion of the crop in consequ ence is daily 
growing v rorse. 
All now dep ends on 
the w eather of the ensu ing week.

The 
acreage of corn is the largest ev er 
p lanted in the cou nty , and u ntil recent­ 
ly the largest y ield ev er harv ested was 
anticip ated. 
No rain has fallen here 
for nearly fou r weeks, and the corn is 
ju st beginning to blast. 
It is irregu lar 
in 
growth 
owing 
to 
lateness of 
p lanting. 
Many of the 
fields are 
bu t little ov er half grown, 
while 
others are top p ed and eared, thou gh 
not fu lly . 
If it does not rain in a few 
day s the crop will be mostly lost, while 
on the other hand a bou ntifu l shower 
w’ou ld m atu re a good crop , and two’ 
seasonable rains wou ld make a heav y " 
y ield. 
The crop has, howev er, already " 
been damaged. 
P it t s b u r g, Kan., Au g. 8 .—Up to the 
p resent time the corn in this cou nty 
has su ffered from lack of rain, thou gh 
for a cou p le of da\"s the blades hav e 
been cu rling, as it is now in tassel and 
the ears are filling. 
A rain wou ld add 
mu ch to y -ield. 
Co f f e y v i l l k, Kan., Au g. 8 .—Farm ers 
from different p arts of the cou nty all 
agree th at the corn crop will be short, 
bu t they differ in the estim ate of p er­ 
centage.

When, a few weeks ago, the farcical 
trial was ended a t Rolla which resu lted 
in his acqu ittal of the o h a i^ of m u rder­ 
ing Dr. L. G. Howard a t Jop lin on the 
night of Sep tember 16, 18 8 6, Hu dson an­ 
nou nced th at the black flag was u p au d 
th a t he p rop osed to rev enge himself 
u p on all who had taken an activ e p art 
in his p rosecu tion. He endeav ored to 
make his words good and sev eral of the 
state’s witnesses were comp elled to sac­ 
rifice their p rop erty and leav e Granby . 
He had the p eop le of the little town 
terrorized and carried things w ith a 
high hand. The necessity for ridding 
the cou ntry of him became so u rgent 
th at an inqu iry was begu n to ascertain 
w hether he was w anted to answer for 
any crimes in Colorado, to which state 
he had gone immediately after the raid 
made by his gang on Webb City in 18 76. 
A member of the gang of ou tlaws 
which Hu dson led while he was in Colo­ 
rado was fou nd and he gav e v alu able 
information.

Francis and a w rit was is­ 
su ed directing Carl Stou t, a p olice of­ 
ficer of this city , to arrest Hu dson. 
Stou t left for Granby Satu rday ev en­ 
ing accomp anied by W illiam Rabodeu , 
a sp ecial messenger for the state of 
Colorado, and fou r other sp ecial officers. 
They arriv ed a t Granby abou t 
1 0 o’clock 
and fou nd Hu dson in his saloon. 
Stou t and Rabodeu entered the saloon 
and called for two bottles of beer. 
Hu dson took the bottles from an ice 
chest and as he tu rned arou nd Stou t 
cov ered him w ith a rev olv er and called 
u p on him to su bm it to arrest. 
Hu dson 
w ith an oath cau ght the officer’s rev ol­ 
v er w ith his left hand and stru ck him a 
v iciou s blow’ w’ith a beer bottle. Hu dson 
stru ggled desp erately for p ossession of 
the rev olv er and the officers were com­ 
p elled to shoot him. 
Rabodeu fired the 
first shot and the ball stru ck Hu dson in 
the head. 
Stou t’s rev olv er was dis­ 
charged in the stru ggle and the bu llet 
p assed throu gh Hu dson’s heart.

8.—Mr. Oates, 
ehairman of the su b-committee of the 
hou se which inv estigated the labor 
trou ble a t Homestead and the connec­ 
tion of the Pinkerton detectiv es there­ 
with, su bm itted a rep ort to the com­ 
m ittee which was agreed to. 
No mem­ 
ber 
qu estioned its correctness. Its 
statem ents of facts are conclu sions of 
laws; bu t the rep u blican members of 
the committee wou ld not assent to 
w hat he said u p on the tariff and a 
m ajority of the democratic members of 
the committee thou ght it imp olitic to 
make any rep ort u ntil the entire Inv es­ 
tigation was comp leted, which cou ld 
not be done before the second session 
of congress. 
Therefore a p ostp one­ 
m ent of the rep ort was made u ntil neart 
winter. 
The rep ort p rep ared by Mr. Oates 
hav ing been rejected by the committee, 
he gav e it to the p u blic as his indiv id­ 
u al op inion of the m atters inv estigated. 
The rep ort begins w ith a statem ent of 
the mov ements of the su b-committee, 
followed by a descrip tion of the works 
a t Homestead, the nu m ber of emp loy es, 
the rate of wages, the negotiations be­ 
tween the comp any and the Amalga­ 
m ated association p receding the ou t­ 
break, the contentions of both sides 
and finally an accou nt of the disastrou s 
ending of the attem p t to land the Pink­ 
ertons. The rep ort say s th at the Pink­ 
ertons who su rrendered were bru tally 
and ou trageou sly treated, p rincip ally 
by women and boy s, and Mr. Oates is 
loath to believ e th at any of these women 
are nativ e Americans. He say s th at the 
indignities to which they were su bject­ 
ed were a disgrace to civ ilization. Mr. 
Oates asks w hether the Carnegie firm 
W’as ju stified in equ ity and good con­ 
science in p rop osing the redu ction in 
wages. 
“I answer,” he say s, “th at Mr. Frick 
declined to state the cost of a ton of 
steel billets and the labor cost. The 
men w"ere p aid satisfactory wages, bu t 
the work mu ch abbrev iates the natu ral 
p eriod of life and shou ld be well p aid 
for. ” 
He thinks th at the comp any shou ld 
hav e some of the benefits of the p rofits 
resu lting from the u se of imp rov ed ma­ 
chinery . 
He condemns the McKinley 
law’ for its failu re to benefit the Ameri­ 
can workmen and say s the p romises 
made to the op erativ es hav e been dis­ 
ap p ointing. 
Had Mr. Frick stated the 
bottom facts to the committee they 
wou ld hav e agreed th at the p rop osition 
to 
redu ce 
w"ages 
was 
ju stifiable, 
bu t they " took issu e w’ith him in 
bis conclu sion th at the tariff did not 
cau se a decline in p rices. 
Mr. Oates 
finds fu rther th at the condu ct of the 
comp any toward its emp loy es was kind 
in many ’ resp ects. 
It loaned them 
money at low interest to bu ild them 
homes and nev er foreclosed mortgages; 
bu t in the negotiations the officers did 
not ex ercise p atience, indu lgence and 
solicitu de, and Mr. Frick, according to 
the rep ort, who is a bu siness man of 
great intelligence, seems to hav e been 
too stern, bru squ e and somewhat au to­ 
cratic. 
Mr. Oates is p ersu aded th at had Mr. 
Frick ap p ealed to the reason of the em­ 
p loy es and shown the state of the com­ 
p any ’s affairs, the redu ction m ight hav e 
been made and no trou ble hav e fol­ 
lowed- 
Mr. Oates finds th at the Penn- 
sy ’lv ania law contains nothing to p re­ 
v ent Mr. Frick from emp loy ing Pinker­ 
ton men as watchmen at Homestead, 
bu t 
say s 
th at 
u nder the circu m­ 
stances 
he 
shou ld 
not 
hav e 
done so. 
He 
made 
ov ertu res to 
Lhe Pinkertons before the negotiations 
W’ith the men v /ere interru p ted and did 
not ap p eal to the cou nty or state au ­ 
thorities in the first instance for p ro­ 
tection. 
He asserts th at Sheriff Mc- 
Cleary is a v ery inefficient officer, b u t 
say s th at had Mr. Frick aided him and 
joined in his ap p eal to the gov ernor, in­ 
stead of emp loy ing Pinkertons, the 
state wou ld hav e fu rnished a su fficient 
force to hav e p otected the p rop erty . 
Mr. Oates condemns as u nlawfu l the 
acts of the workmen in tu rning away 
the sheriff and as insu lting in hanging 
in effigy Messrs. Frick and Potter. 
He 
say s it was the p u rp ose of the Amalga­ 
m ated association to p rev ent the em­ 
p loy ment of non-u nion men, and he de­ 
clares th at no organization has a right 
to enforce its wishes by strong handed 
defiance of law. 
The men had no legal 
right to resist the coming of the Pinker­ 
tons and are answerable to the Penn­ 
sy lv ania cou rts. 
In conclu sion Mr. 
Oates finds that congress has no p ower 
ov er the qu estion inv olv ed. The enact­ 
m ent of a satisfactory arbitration law 
is w"ell nigh imp ossible. 
As to w hether 
congress has the p ower to regu late or 
' su p p ress the Pinkerton men, Mr. Oates 
say ’s he has no conclu sion to ex p ress 
I u ntil the comp letion of the inv estiga­ 
tion nex t session.
